Carter Construction Com- 
pany of New. York Re- 
ceived Tax Bills for 
$3,400,000 From City — 
Sublets Entire Job to Four 
Other Contracting Firms 
for About $2,400,000. 


Did No Actual Work, but Fi- 
nanced Subcontractors 
With Own Capital and 
Money Borrowed in St. 
Louis on the Tax Bills — 
Net Profit Estimated at 
More Than $500,000. 


Mayor and Other City Of- 
ficials Differ as to Why 
City Could Not Have Fi- 


nanced the Work Itself 


and Saved the General 
Contractor’s Profit to the 
Taxpayers. 


Investigation made by the Post-Dts 
patch in an effort to determine the ac- 
tual cost of building the Mill Creek 
Sewer, for which the city has taxed 
the property owners in the benefited dis 
trict $3,433,650, has disclosed the fact that 
the Carter Construction Co., to whicn 
the contract was given, although it nev- 


« turned a shovelful of eart.. on the 
job, made a handsome profit by merely 
financing four other contracting firms 
to whom it sublet the work. 

The Carter company had no difficulty 
in borrowing the money it required from 
local trust companies. 

The @xact profit of the Carter company 
is estimated in various sums, 

9000, 000. 

The Board of Public Improvements, 
which accepted the $8,400,000 bid of the 
Carter company, was guided by esti- 
matés prepared under the direction of 
Director iicoke of the _Départm-~t of 
Pr" lic Utilities, who at that time was 
Sewer Commissioner and a member of 
the board. Hooke estimated the job 
would cost $3,560,000. 

C. Bruce Head, vice-president of the 
Carter Construction Co., and the offi- 
cial in charge of the St. Louis office 
of the company in the Railway Ex- 
change Building, has been out of the 
city for several days. Employes in the 
office said they were not at liberty in 
his absence to make any statement re- 
garding the profits of the company on 
the sewer job. 

One of the subcontractors who, of 
course, knows the exact facts in the case 
of that part of the work done by him- 
self, told a Post-Dispatch reporter thai 
the cost of all of it to the Carter com- 
pany was approximately $2,400,000. If this 
be accurate, then the company’s gross 
profit was about $1,000,000. Various items 
must be considered in arriving at the 
net profit, including actual market value 
of the tax bills, which may vary from 
8 per cent to 100 pef cent, the interest

Sueffert is healthy, active and vigor- 
ous, and is the proprietor of the Acme 
Show Card Co., 26 North Seventh 
street, where he works daily. He said 
the assesment against him last month 
was $2, this month $3, and for the next 
month $4. These he has paid, he said. 

Dentes Committee’s Authority. 

There are 11 local courts of the order 
in St. Louis, which have a total mem- 
bership of about 1200.

NEW YORK STREET CAR MEN 
THREATEN TO STRIKE AGAIN 


Charge President of Transit Company 
With Violating Recent Agree- 
ment—Send Ultimatum. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—A tie-up of 
not only every surface line in Greater 
New York, but of elevated and subway 
lines as well, was threatened today by 
William B. Fitzgerald, general organ- 
izer of the Amalgamated Association of 
Street and Electric Railway. Employes, 
who, with other union leaders, yester- 
day charged Theodore P. Shonts, presi. 
dent of the New York Railways Co., 
with discharging strikers who had re- 
turned to work, interfering with the or- 
ganization of the car men and of vio- 
lating the agreement which ended the 
recent strike. 

“If we do not get a satisfactory an- 
swer we will call a strike within % 
hours," Fitsgerald declared today, re- 
ferring to a letter sent to President 
Shonts last night, which is generally 
recognized as an ultimatum.

ONLY FEW WAGONS OUT 


Concerns Wait Until Daylight to, 
Start Deliveries—Policeman 
With Each Driver. 


Strikebreakers this morning took out, 


for the St. Louis, Grafeman and Unton 


Dairy companies, the first one-horse 


milk wagons which those 
have sent over their regular routes 
since the drivers’ strike and lockout 
began, a week ago yesterday. 

One case of violence occurred, result- 
ing in injuries to a driver, and in the 
arrest of three strikers. When the pro- 
prietors of the nine dairies affected by 
the strike met, at 1808 Biddle street, 
they showed little interest in mediation 
proposals, and desired chiefly to know 
how the few wagons which had gone 
out were faring. 

The dairymen said they had many 
applications from men willing to act as 
strikebreakers, and they predicted that, 
if the attempt to resume deliveries was 
successful, many of the strikers wouid 
come back. They hope, in this way, to 
win the strike without submitting to ar- 
bitration, or recognizing the union fur- 
ther than they have already done in 
locking out union men._ 

Hear Arbitration Proposal. 

H. F. Childers, secretary of the State 
Board of Arbitration, was admitted by 
the dairymen to their meeting, and made 
a proposal, in legal form, for arbitra- 
tion. He said afterward that he did 
not know what the dairymen would do 
about it. The State law empowers the 
board to inquire into the business metn- 
ods and profits of corporations which 
refuse arbitration with their employes, 
but Childers said this was rarely re- 
sorted to. 

D. J. Murphy, a Teamster’s Union 
official, said at noon that the deliveri.-s 
of milk made by the wagons sent out 
had been very small. In Westmoreland 
and Portland places, strikers. visited 
' a néé of the milk wagon, 
and urged householders and servants 
not to take milk from the wagon. 

“There is nothing to get together 
about,”’ said John P. Cabanne, president 
of the St. Louis Dairy Co., when he was 
asked as to the prospect for arbitration. 
“We've got them licked,” he added. 
‘We will deliver milk from now on, if 
they'll let us. And I don’t think the 
public is going to tolerate hoodlumism.” 

On Union boulevard, near Westmin- 
ster place, a number of men surrounded 
a wagon of the St. Louis Dairy Co., 
driven by John Robbe of 2611 Hebert 
street, route boss for the company, with 
Patrolman Gregg beside him. Someone 
threw a stone at Robbe, who responded 
with a milk bottle. The policeman ar- 
rested Ernest Carr of 6029 Horton place. 
Then, as he was arresting another man, 
Carr, according to the policeman, broke 
away and struck Robbe, who had 
stepped from the wagon. The blow 
was a powerful one, on Robbe’s head, 
and Robbe fell in the street half con- 
scious. An automobilist took him to the 
company’s office on King’s highway. 

Three Taken to Station, 

The policeman took Carr to the Page 
boulevard station, together with George 
Varwig of 4849 St. Louis avenue and 
Fred Heise of 6406 Wells avenue. All are 
Striking milkmen. They were charged 
with disturbing the peace. 

‘The St. Louis Dairy Co. sent out three 
wagons between 8 and 9 o'clock. A po- 
liceman rode with each driver, and 
Cabanne followed each wagon for some 
distance in his automobile, in which a 
policeman was with him. 

Cabanne wore a holster containing an 
automatic revolver,.in plain view. This 
is no offense against the statutes, the 
Police say. There are laws against car- 
rying concealed weapons, and against 
flourishing deadly weapons in a threat- 
ening-or dangerous manner. 

The Grafeman and Union dairies sent 
out wagons, under police protection, and 
the other six dairies involved in the 
drivers’ strike and lockout are expect- 
ed to do the same tomorrow. 

The driver of a Grafeman wagon, mak- 
ing deliveries to downtown hotels and 
restaurants, had difficulty in getting 
into and out of alleys. Other drivers 
would place their vehicles in such a 
position as to block the milk wagon. At 
some places, milk was delivered at the 
front doors, under a police guard, and at 
other places the police made a way for 
the Wagon by threatening to arrest the 
obstructing drivers. 

On Pine street, between Sixth and 
Seventh, and at the Brevort Hotel, in 
the rear of the Planters, the Grafeman 
tras troubles drew groups of specta- 
ors.

LAWYER SAYS HE 


PAID QUT $100,000. 
IN BLACKMAIL PLOY} 


Edward Lauterbach of New York 
Procures Indictment of Edward 
A. Lett. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—Edward Lau- 
terbach, 75 years old, widely known as 
a corporation lawyer, politician and 
clubman, yesterday procured the indict- 
ment of Edward A. Leet charges of 
blackmail and extortion. t is alleged 
the amount paid to Leet by Lauterbach 
exceeds $100,000. 

The criminal action was brought be- 
cause, it is alleged, Leet recently has 
threatened to kill Lauterbach unless the 
payment of alleged blackmail was con- 
tinued, the latter charges. 

The specific charge upon which the 
grand jury acted was the extortion of 
$25 from Lauterbach June 25, 1915, pay- 
ment of which was made after thréats 
of exposure and violence by Leet. 

Lauterbach produted in the District 
Attorney’s office check books showing 
payments to Mr. and Mrs. Leet of more 
than $50,000, only part of what he has 
paid. He also turned over to Dooling 
many letters, some threatening violence 
and death, which bear out testimony of 
Lauterbach, it is said, of the existence 
of a blackmail plot. 

Mr. and Mrs. Leet came here from 
Scranton 18 years ago. Mrs. Leet was 
then 25 years old. Her beauty was dis- 
cussed wherever she went. The Leets 
had a letter of introduction to Lauter- 
bach. 

Leet soon afterward threatened Lau- 
térbach with a suit for alienation of 
his wife's affections. The suit never 
reached the courts and was compro- 
mised, it is said. 

Some sort of arrangement at. that 
time was made, it is said, by Lauter- 
bach. This is declared to be the basis 
of the contention of the Leets that 
Lauterbach is under “moral obliga- 
tion’ to pay them $150,000 in addition 
to the amount they have already re- 
ceived. They claim that Lauterbach is 
“morally bound’’ to support them for 
life. 

Whatever may have been the agree- 
ment, it is certain that Lauterbach was 
a liberal contributor for about 15 years, 

The pa¥ments suddenly stopped about 
two years ago, when the Leets were 
living in the Hotel Cumberland, and 
they had to move ‘Into more modest 
quarters. Lauterbach was persuaded to 
make further payments until quite re- 
cently, when he notified the Leets he 
had “made the last payment.” 

Lauterbach on July 21 summoned Mr. 
and Mrs. Leet before Magistrate Nolan 
In the West Side Court. On that day 
Lauterbach was attacked by Leet and 
his wife as he was leaving his home at 
301 West 116th street, where he lives 
with his sister. Magistrate Nolan told 
the Leets they must let Lauterbach 
alone. 

Lauterbach again was threatened, it 
is said, and decided to bring a crim- 
final action. 


“Barring a Catastrophe on Some Other Front, 


There Doesn’t Seem to Be a Chance for the 


English and French to Break 
uu arough,’’ 


He Writes

HEADQUARTERS OF A GERMAN 
INFANTRY DIVISION, 0O.’POSITE 
POZIERES, Aug. 12, by courier to Ber- 
lin, via Amsterdam and London, Aug. | 
16.—With a brief lull at short intervals, 
the battle of the Somme and Ancre, the 
greatest, deadiiest, noisiest and most 
terrible human conflict known to his- 
tory, is raging. The battle is at the 

end of the seventh week. 

The contending armies are like two 
frenzied bulls with horns locked, strug- 
gling back and forth to the accompani- 
ment of the maddest roaring imagina- 
ble. It is a test of endurance under 
conditions that would pale the most 
lurid imaginative portrayal of the most 
vivid fiction writer. 

Since I was at the front a fortnight 
ago, the French have made practically 
no gains, aad the English comparatively 
little. In seven weeks of murderous 
fighting the allies have advanced at 
their two deepest points five and a half 
miles. This is only on two comparative- 
iy narrow places on an offensive front 
of approximately 20 miles. 

Along German Front. 

In the last two weeks I have been 
along the German front from the «x- 
treme northern point of the allies’ of- 
fensive to the southern end. The gen- 
esa! staff has lifted the veil of secrecy 
trom the west front, and has permitted 
correspondents to view whatever they 
wanted to see and proceed as far as 
they Ifked. 

From what I saw, barring a catas- 
trophe on some other front, there doesn’t 
seem to be much of a chance for the 
English and Ffench to break through. I 
don’t consider it entirely improbable that 
the allies may here or there drive the 
Germans back a little, but to break 
through seems almost out of the ques- 
tion now, if all goes well elsewhere. 

With the foresight characteristic of 
them, the Germans have built another 
series of trenches behind the present 
front, which is nothing short of the most 
powerful fortress stretching for miles. 
I¢ is the last word in trench con- 
atruction, embodies the experience of 
two years of trench warfare, has 
bomb-prooefs 30 or 40 feet deep, with 
subterranean communications tnd 
barbed wire entanglements in places 
from 100 te 300 feet deep. 

Made Stremger Every Day. 

‘This new position is being made 
stronger with every day, even though 
the probability of its necessity may ap- 
pear small, 

Numerically, it would seem, both tn 
artillery and troops, thee Germans are 
greatly inferior to the allies. It is de- 


immediately behind it. The general staff 
having let down the bars, I, together 
with two other American correspond- 
ents, took full advantage of the liber- 
ty.

army corps, we left Cambrai at dawn 
and spent the entire day at various 
points on the front. 

Many advantageous points of observa- 
tion are under such allied fire thet it 
was difficult to get very near during 
the day, except in the morning. when 
the mist precluded seeing much. 

Toward 6 in the evening we turned in 
the direction of Pozieres, toward 4 
point whence there was a good view 
of Delville Wood, known as the worst 
hell of the fighting line, two-thirds in 
the hands of the English, with the Ger- 
mans hanging on to the rest of it. 

An overpowering, indescribable, rick- 
ening odor of hundreds of decomposing 
bodies, the bodies of sons, brothers and 
fathers of England and Germany, arises 
from the wood. 


The air in that vicinity is laden with 
mist until one wonders how the men 
in the trenches can stand the frightful 
stench. It is a pestilential spot. 

Hand-to-Hand Encounters. 

Here terrible hand-to-hand encounters 
take place, where quarter is not asked 
and mercy is not shown. The woods in 
parts are as if a cyclone and a wither- 
ing blast of flames had gone through 
Trees are torn and scarred, their 
whole crowns torn off, and the ground 
plowed up by shells. 

Above the mass of tangled uncerbrush 
of branches torn down by cannonade, 
the trees, with white wounds where 
rifle and machine gun bulleta, shell 
figments and shrapnel have torn off 
their bark, loom gaunt like skeletons. 

Coming through an oats field. we were 
almost at the edge of a village com- 
pletely shot to ruins by the enemy, 
when an English battery, elther sur- 
mising troops were under the trees of 
the village, or having caught a glimpse 
of us, opened fire on the village and 
road. 

The first shell struck the remains of 
an old house immediately before us.

Without 
minimizing the difficulties in the way 
of a solution, he sought to impress upon 
them that a break could be avoided, only 
by mutual concessions. 


Trainmen'’s Chairmen Unanimous in 
Desire to Talk With President. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—The invita- 
tion of President Wilson to the 640 
general chairmen of the four broth- 
érhoods of railroad employes. to 


his proposals for settlement of the 
threatened railroad strike, was ac- 
cepted by the men here today and 
announcement made that they would 
depart early this afternoon on special 
trains for the national capital. 

The President's invitation was 
conveyed to the men by W. 8S. Car- 
ter, head of the firemen’'s brot!ier- 
hood, who addressed them at a fully- 
attended meeting. 

“No organization can afford to ig- 
nore an invitation from the Preal- 
dent of the United States,” were the 
words used, it was learned, by the 
man who moved to accept the invita- 
tion, and the motion was carried 
unanimously. 


Bryan Suggests Application of His 
Peace Pian to Railway Dispute. 
LINCOLN, Neb., Aug. 16.—William 
Jennings Bryan yesterday sent a tele- 
gram to the railroad men at Washing- 
ton suggesting that his peace treaty 
plan be applied to a settlement of the 
dispute. 

As applied to the present situation the 
men would choose one of their own 
number and another person outside their 
ranks to act for them: the railroads 
would do the same and a fifth man 
would be chosen, cither by the two sides 
or by the President. Investigation of a 
year should follow, but the findings 
would not necessarily be compulsory on 
either side. During the year the present 
wage status would be maintained.

RUSSIANS ARMED, 


+ CLOTHED AND SHUD 


BY THE JAPANESE 
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French Observer Tells of Great 
Help Old Enemy Is Giving 
Muscovites. 
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the Associated Press. 
Correa poses. 5.—The extent to which 


Japan is clothing, shoeing, arming and 
munitioning the Russian army was forc- 
ibly presented to a military observer 
who has just returned from a trip along 
the Russian front. 

“Tt was astonished,” he said, “to find 
great numbers of Russian soldiers 
clothed from head to foot in uniforms 
made in Japan not only the tunic and 
trousers but even the leggings. They 
carried on their shoulders Japanese 
guns. Their cartridge belts were filled 
with cartridges made in Japan. Their 
leather belts and buckles were from 
Japan. And the stout hobnail shoes 
they wear are from the hides gathered 
in Korea and made into shoes in Japan. 
So that there you see a Russian soldier 
in Japanese clothes Japanese shoes with 
Japanese guns Japanese munitions and 
Japanese accouterment.”’ 

“Tt jis strange,””’ he went on, “that 
Russia went to war with Japan over 
Korea and now Korea the source of all 
the trouble in supplying Russia with 
the shoes in which her soldiers are 
marching to victory. Korea is a great 
grazing country and is proving a vast 
reservoir of raw hides which the Japan- 
ese are rapidly turning into boots, shoes, 
saddies and leather furnishings.”’ 

‘How did these supplies get from Ja- 
pan to the Russian front?’ the observer 
was asked. 

“Tt was noted,” said he, “‘that about 
the only vital point where the Germans 
had not been able to send their subma- 
rines was in the waters of the East 
China Sea, the Straits of Korea and the 
Sea of Japan. These are the waters 
separating Japan from Russia and the 
Asiatic mainland, and the routes over 
them, commercial and military, are open 
and without menace.”’ 

“What sort of arms and munitions Is 
Russia getting from Japan?’ was asked. 

“All sorts,’’ was the reply, ‘‘from the 
service rifle and small fleld- pieces up 
to the big 12-inch guns. The Japanese 
l!-inch is a terrible weapon and they 
are content not to make any of the 14- 
inch and 16-inch guns, as they consider 
from a military standpoint that the im- 
mobility of the monster gun offsets its 
advantages, whereas the 12-inch is a 
mobile gun and very deadly.” 

“It is said that French and Japanese 
officers are now furnishing the expert 
direction of the Russian artillery fire 
which has made it so effective. Did you 
see any of these officers?’ was asked. 

‘No, and the report is not correct,” 
said the observer. 

“The artillery officers are directing 
their own fire, and are getting splendid 
results. The only Japanese and French 
officers are those temporarily assigned 
to explain the workings of a new piece, 
just as an expert is sent along to ex- 
piain any complicated piece of machin- 
ery. Japanese experts accompanied the 
big 12-inch Japanese gun, not to ma- 
neuver them in action, but to explain 
how it was to be maneuvered. That is 
the extent of their help and the Rus- 
sians should get full credit for what 
ithey have accomplished in operating 
their artillery. No, the Japanese have 
done remarkably in arming. clothing 
and munitiédning the Russians, but they 
have not had a chance to do the fight- 
ing.”’ 
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81 TYPHOID CASES REPORTED 
IN FIRST 15 DAYS OF AUGUST 


Last Year’s Record Was Only Thirty-

In the first 15 days of August 81 cases 
or typhoid fever in St.: Louis have been 
reported. In the entire month of August 

last year there were 3i cases. 

Acting Health Commissioner Jordan 
today said that 49 of the cases now 
under observation were south of Chou- 
teau avenue. Thus far it has been im- 
possible to learn the cause. 

The Health Department today notified 
Health Commissioner Eggers of St. 
Louis County that analyses made here 
by the City Bacteriologist showed that 
water taken from the Meramec River 
at Valley Park was unfit for use. Im- 
purities also were found in water taken 
from two springs at Meramec Highlands 
and one at Creve Coeur Lake. 

Dr. Eggers said today he would ask 
for a more rigid enforcement of the law 
forbidding cottage dwellers along the 
Meramec to throw refuse into the river.

This is 
the second case of the disease which is 
under observation of the Health we- 
partment.

AT VOTE CANVASS 
AS LAW REQUIRES 


Major on His Vacation and 
Painter at Home During 


Count. 
By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 16.—That 


the official canvass of the vote at the 
primary. in Secretary of State Roach’s 
office was not made according to the 
specific requirements of the law was 
revealed this morning by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter upon reference to the 
statutes as provided. 

The statutes provide that the canvass 
be made in the presence of the Gover- 
nor of the State. Gov. Major is on his 
vacation on the Great Lakes in she 
North. 

In his absence Lieutenant Governor 


William R. Painter assumes charge 
of the State’s affairs, and it 
devolved upon him to  0be _ pres- 
ent during the canvass. This 
morning he stated that he was at his 
home in Carrollton, Mo., Saturday 
morning, when the canvass was start- 
ed. 

Section 5797, entitled ‘‘Duties of Sec- 
retary of State when returns are in,’’ a 
subsection of an act governing ‘‘elec- 
tion of State officers, Congressmen, 
members of the Legislature and other 
officers,’’ provides that ‘‘within 50 days 
after such general election, and as 
much sooner as all the returns shall 
have been made, the Secretary of State, 
in the presence of the Governor, shall 
proceed to open the returns and cast up 
the votes given for the candidates for 
any office except Governor, Lieutenant- 
Governor, Secretary of State, State 
Auditor, State Treasurer, Attorney-Gen- 
eral, Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners and Superintendent of Public 
Schools, and shall give to the person 
having the highest number of votes,’’ 
etc. 

Section 5874, entitled ‘‘Votes canvassed, 
how, who may be present,’ a subsec- 
tion of the act governing. the primary 
elections, réads: 

“The canvass of votes shall be made 
in the same manner and by the same 
officers as the canvass of an election.’ 

A few days before the count was 
made, Secretary of State Roach said 
that while it was the duty of the Gov- 
ernor to be present, it was not his 
(Roach’s) duty to “‘round him up and 
bring him in.’’ 

He should be here,”’ said Roach, 
I am not going to send after him.”’ 

Painter, when asked today . as to 
whether he was familiar with the stat- 
utes concerning the official canvass, 
said: 

“T have heard of them.” 

Later he said that he was unaware 
that his presence was required by law 
at the opening of the ballots. 

Attorney-General Barsecr in interpret- 
ing the law providing for the canvass of 
the votes stated that it would apply to 
the Lieutenant-Governor and that un- 
dcubtedly the Governor in charge at the 
time should bé present whe n the votes 
were counted.

In the bookshops good literature of all 
kinds may be purchased, the stock of 
one of them including German transia- 
tions of Carlyle, Bulwer Lytton, Mark 
Twain, Alphonse Daudet, Alexandre 
Dumas and other writers. The dentist 
thus far during the year has had 413% 
patients, among them being the Mar- 
quis Davocourt, for whom he made « 
set of false teeth. 

The oculists and opticlang have as 
customers men whose chief duty is te 
watch the sky all day for enemy avi- 
ators—a severe strain on their eyes. 

The correspondent of the Associated — 
Press found that beyond using the 
French soil for crops and French wood, 
coal and iron, the Germany army bas 
no economic connection of any sort with 
the French population. Although the 
French workmen are welcome to sell 
their labor, they apparently are not 
often employed by the Germans. 

The recent heavy artillery bomtaréd- 
ments have resulted in the Germans 
building innumerable bom bproofa, 

mong which are dressing stations and 

ospitals, The average depth of these 

shelters is 26 feet beneath the ground. 
The amount of labor required behind 
the lines for different work is very 
large. All of it is done by German 
working columns and reserves. 

The French apparently have not the 
slightest connection with this work. In 
fact, the oceupied portion of France has 
two wholly separate economic schemes— 
even as regards money. While the 
French communities circulate notes 
similar to those used in the revolution, 
the Germans have their own currency 
and every little village has a money 
exchange. Here a franc is worth @ 
pfennigs, its value in peace times. 

The civil administration of the Prench 
communities has not been disturbed, 
but cases where French policemen and 
German soldiers work together In keep- 
ing the peace are in no wise rare. 

Of interest, behind the lines, was the 
recent burial of a German aviator. The 
young man had several times driven off 
British aviators who were dropping 
bombs. Finally he himself met death. 
The German officers who were arrang- 
ing the funeral were surprised when a 
delegation of French asked permissica 
to attend the services. This incident 
is considered by some of the Germans 
as an indication that the bitterness of 
the first months of the war is gradually 
disappearing.

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PERMANS THINK 
WORST OF ALLIES 
OFFENSIVE IS OVER 


Believe, However, That French 
and British Will Continue 
Their Attacks. 


EXPECT LITTLE CHANGE 


Officers Tell Correspondent Ter- 
rific Fighting Will Continue 
About Month More.

fensive on the Somme is over, in ihe 
opinion of German officers on that 
front, although it is conceded that the 
efforts of the entente allied troops 
to pierce the German lines proba»ly 
have not ended, This belief was ex- 
pressed confidently to an Associated 
Press correspondent during a fouir- 
day trip along the front from a point 
not far from Peronne in a southeast- 
erly direction. 

The least optimistic of the officers 
expressed the belief that they might 
have to reekon with about one more 
month of the terrific fighting devol- 
oped during the offensive. The more 
optimistic think that the offensive 
can be said to be over. All asserted 
any appreciable future advance by 
the entente allies was out of the 
questicn. 

An interesting feature of nearly 
every conversation with the German 
officers, who ranged from subalterns 
on the actual front to Generals sliz'.i- 
ly in the rear, was the universa! 
mention of the huge amounts of gas 
and incendiary bombs which had been 
used, and the difficulties in combat- 
ing this style of fighting. All were 
united in ungrudging and generous 
praise of the fighting qualities o? 
their opponents. 

The correspondent’s trip was so 
planned that it was possible to see’an 
infinite variety of defensive methods 
employed, from huge mortars which 
seemed to shoot unceasingly, gas masks 
which must be available instantly ev- 
erywhere, observation points construct- 
ed at every vantage point, captive bal- 
loons, aeroplanes and even carrier 
pigeons which were kept in the front 
trenches against the possibility of the 
destruction of all other means of com- 
munication. 

A dramatic climax to the trip was the 
night battle, which was viewed fron: 
the so-called fighting station command- 
ed by the Captain who acted as guide. 
It was nearly midnight when the Cap- 
tain led the way from his quarters 
past a shell-riddled field to an observa- 
tion point, built in the top of on apple 
tree. From this point the whole front 
was visible for a distance of 12 to 14 
miles. 

The heavily clouded sky was illumi- 
nated, as if with lighting, by the burst- 
ing shelis from the French guns a few 
miles away and the answering fire of 
the German batteries of all calibers. 
The earth fairly shook from the intensi- 
ty of the mutual bombardment, and 
speech was difficult because of the 
steady and almost deafening rumble and 
craeh of the explosions. The Captain 
luughingly declared that he enjoved his 
present life in the open air better than 
his previous existence in Berlin. 

Big Guns Work Havoc. 

Like all regimental and corps com- 
manders who were interviewed, the cap- 
tain spoke admiring of the bravery of 
his English and French opponents. The 
Einglish 40-centimeter guns are said to 
be particularly dostructive and the Ger- 
nians estimate that they are opposed on 
this front by about 4000 cannon of all 
sizes, 

The spirits of the men do not seem at 
least depressed by the offensive and the 
officers say the men are hard to hold 
in hand aftef a long artillery bombard- 
ment and, out of relief at its cessation, 
unnecessarily expose themselves in in- 
fantry actions.

have placed the burden of paying for .t 
on the entire city instead of on tlhe 
property benefited by the sewer. . 

City Céunselor Daues was asked for 
an opinion as to the right of the city 
to borrow money on special tax bills 
as the general contractor had done. He 
several times said he was too busy with 
other matters to look up the law, and 
that he could not give an off-hand opin- 
ion, 

Lambert E. Walther, former City 
Counselor, said that under the old cily 
charter, which was in effect at the time 
the sewer contract was let, the city 
could not legally have marketed the 
special tax bills in advance of their is 
suance as the contractor did to obtain 
money to build the Sewer. 

He said the city had only two methods 
in which to provide money for the sew- 
er. One was to follow the plan of prom- 
ising to issue the tax bills and turn 
them over to the contractor. The other 
was for the Municipal Assembly to ap- 
propriate money from the city treasury 
The money was not in the treasury, and 
thus the tax bill system was the only 
one which could have been followed. 

Under the new charter there is a pro- 
vision, Walther said, for the issuance 
of bonds by the city for district im- 
provements, the bonds to be a lien on 
the property benefited by the improve- 
ment just as special tax bills are. Such 
bonds need not be voted and are mere- 
ly another form of tax bills, the theory 
being that bonds probably would be 
more easily marketed than special tax 
bills. This provision of tic charter 
never has been used. 

Work Sublet Twice. 

The Carter company sublet the con- 
tract for all the sewer work to the firm 
of Norton, Head & Denneen, several 
of the members of which are officers or 
employes of the Carter company, and 
in turn the Norton, Head & Denneen 
firm sublet the entire work to four oth- 
er contractors. 

A suit filed in the Circuit Court by 
the American Contracting Co., one of 
the subcontractors, against the Carter 
company, discloses that the prices paic 
to the American Contracting Co. gave 
a profit to the Norton, Head & Denneen 
firm ranging from 2 to 228 per cent on 
the various items of construction. One 
of the subcontractors who was at all 
times in close touch with the construc- 
tion work told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he believed the Carter Construc- 
tion Co. actually invested $2,400,000 in 
the construction of the sewer, and that 
it had for its profit approximately $1,- 
000,000, less the cost of financing the 
work. 

It is understood fn financial circles 


‘that when the Carter Construction Co., 


approached the Mercantile and Missis- 
sippi Valley Trust Companies to ob- 
tain money to carry on the work, the 
trust companies agreed to loan approx- 
imately $1,750,000 after $1,000,000 ha‘ 
been invested by the Carter Construc- 
tion Co. The loan was based on an 
agreement that the special tax bills for 
$3,483,650.02 should be turned over to 
the trust companies for collection anJ 


as security. 

Taking into consideration the sub- 
contractor's estimate that $2,400,000 went 
into actual costs of labor and material, 
and the investment of $1,000,000 plus the 
$1,750,000 borrowed, there would be a 
balance of $250,000 handled by the banks, 
in excess of the actual construction 
costs. Following banking custom the 
trust companies declined to give any 


‘particulars of the transaction. 


Contractors say that the customary 
way is for the banker to buy the spe- 
cial tax billie at a definite figure, pos-

' Other Small Expense Items. 

In addition to the cost of borrow- 
ing money, the Carter Construction Co. 
was at the expense of paying for bonds 
demanded by the city, for some engi- 
neering expenses and for small amounts 
of work not covered by the contracts. 

If the work had been done by the city 
the cost of bonds and engineering ex- 
pense would have been saved, as the 
city would be put only to such engineer- 
ing expense as it was in the construction 
of the Mill Creek Sewer, where it had 
engineers at work in a supervisory ca- 
pacity at all times. 

Plans for the Mill Creek sewer were 
begun nearly 10 years ago, when fre- 
quent overflows of the ola Mill Creek 
sewer flooded low parts of the Mill 
Creek Valley every time there was a 
heavy rain. The old sewer was out of 
repair, Was crooked and engineers of 
the Board of Public Service decided that 
it could not be made to serve the needs 
of the watershed. 

In the administration of Mayor Kreis- 
mann the detailed plans were pre- 
pared under the direction of Sewer 
Commissioner Moreno. They were 
not presented to the Board of Public 
Improvements, however, until after 
Mayor Kiel went into office. In July, 
1913, the board approved the plans and 
Mayor Kiel approved its action. 

Under this plan the contract was to be 
awarded in two sections, both of which 
could be let to one bidder, or they 
could be awarded separately. The plan 
contemplated the letting to one contrac- 
tor, who probably would sublet to oth- 
ers, and it was estimated by Sewer Com- 
missioner Hooke, who had succeeded Mo- 
reno, that the entire cost of the job 
would be $5,500,000. It was figured that 
in this amount there would be a pront 
for the contractors doing the work, and 
also for a general contractor, although 
the city’s contract with the general con- 
tractor specifically provided that no sub- 
contractors would be recognized by the 
city. 

In December, 1913, ordinances author- 
izing the work were passed by the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly and approved by 
Mayor Kiel.

HIS EXECUTION IN 
THEN. Y, JOURNAL 


Gets Details of His ‘‘Electrocu- 
tion’’ From ‘“‘America’s Great- 
est Evening Paper.”

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—The following 


vivid word picture, published in William 
R. Hearst’s New York Evening Journal 
which describes itself as ‘America’s 
greatest evening newspaper,” July 29, 
was shown to Charles L. Stielow in the 
death house at Sing Sing yesterday: 


“Stielow Dumb at Execution. 
“Ossining, July 29.—Charles Stielow 
went to his death in the electric chair 
early this morning in the same dumb, 
animal-like manner in which he has 
lived, according to reports from Sing 
Sing prison. Prison employes say the 
farm hand, whose mind is that of a 7- 
vear-old child, obeyed the commands of 
his executioners in a bewildered way, 
as if he only half understood what was 
taking place. 

‘Three shocks were administered be- 
fore the condemned man was pronounced 
dead.’’ 

At the time readers of the Evening 
Journal were privileged to have their 
feelings racked by the above misinfor- 
mation, Stielow was receiving the con- 
pratulations of his lawyers and friends 
on his fourth reprieve from the electric 
chair, instead of being the victim of 
three shocks—count ‘em, three—of elec- 
tricity. 

What was said by the only man who 
ever had the opportunity to see an ac- 
count of his own electrocution did not 
come down from Sing Sing, but it was 
understood he regarded the publication 
as slightly premature.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, via London, Aug. 16.—Kine 
George has been at the front for a week. 
He left yesterday for England and his 
depart':re was the first information that 
the majority of the troops had of his 
presence. As a matter of precaution the 
visit was kept a secret and there was 
rno display or big reviews as on the 
occasion of his visit lcst fall. 

The King simply went about seeing all 
sections of the army at work and the 
fields it has won. The fiutter of a hit 
of bunti:.g bearing the royal coat of 
arms as a motor car sped along the 
rvad in clouds of dust and motor truck 
drivers and passing battalions started 
and looked around exclaiming, ‘‘The 
King.’’ The Prince of Wales was with 
the King all of the time. The monarch 
was dressed in khaki with the crossed 
hLatons of a Field Marshal on his shoul- 
ders a.d the Prince wore the uniform 
of a Lieutenant in the Grenadier Guards. 
Neither wore any decorations and, but 
for their features, which were imme- 
di-tely recognized everywhere, they 
might have been taken for two of a 
party of officere making a round of in- 
spection. 

At one point on the line, the King met 
Gen. Si- Henry Rawlinson, commander 
or the Fourth Army, which delivered ths 
main attack, and Major-General Con- 
greve, whose corps stormed Montauban 
and Mametz. Alighting from his auto- 

omle near Fricourt, the King went 
into the first line British trenches from 
which the British made their charge. 

‘Now I will breast the parapet, as 
my men did,’’ he said, mounting it. He 
walked across the old No-Man’'s Land 
and saw the effects of the British shell- 
fire on the maze of fortifications and 
trenches which the British had wrested 
from the Germans. Standing on the 
edge of a big shell crater, the King 
looked with a sailor’s telescope he was 
carrying across the foreground of deso- 
lation toward Pozieres, the Bazentins, 
Longueval and Delville Wood. He 
watched the curls of black smoke 
which signified that the German guns 
were busy, while nearby him a battery 
of British guns was sending screaming 
answers. 

“You seem to have missed that,’’ he 
said to Gen. Rawlinson, indicating a 
sliver of wall still standing in Mametz. 

‘‘But there is nothing that is not down 
in La Boisselle, as you will see, your 
majesty,’ said Gen. Rawlinson. ‘We 
improve as we advance.”’ 

When the King wanted 
one of the deep German dugouts, Gen. 
Rawlinson warned him that they had 
not been cleaned out yet, and when the 
King came back up the steps sniffing, 
he said: “It smells pretty strong.”’

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RESENT CHARGES OF 
WANTON BRUTALITY 


One Declares It Does Not Soften 
Their Feelings to Be Called 
Barbarians. 


GERMAN DIVISION HEADQUAH- 
TERS ON THE SOMME FRONT, Aux 
13, via Berlin, Aug. M.—The Germans at 
the front bitterly resent the charges of 
inhumanity and brutality which have 
been brought against them by their op- 
ponents. A number of German officers 
who were interviewed by an Associated 
Press correspondent protested strongly 
against what they termed the campaign 
of defamation which was being waged 
against them. A high German officer, 
who has lectured on the various sac- 
tions of the present offensive, said: 

“We officers and men at the freaté 
are well informed on what our espe 
nents and neutrals say of us. We know 
that we are called ‘Huns and barbari- 
ans.” Well, I cannot say it has soft- 
ened our feelings any, nor will it. The 
more the world howls for our destruc- 
tion the harder we will fight, and the 
last Englishman will have to face the 
last German. We are neither Huns nor 
barbarians, and if severe measures were 
resorted to by us they were the out- 
come of the most sérious military ne- 
cessity. At any rate, siander cannot 
influence us except in an increasing de- 
termination to win. Our men see daily 
what the lot of Germany would be in 
case the seat of war was transfer-ed 
there. To prevent this is the burning 
desire of all of us."’ 

Similar sentiments were expressed by 
officers at every point on the front vise- 
ited by the correspondent. There was 
not the slightest inclination to under- 
rate their opponents. 

A General referred to the French and 
English infantrymen as “poor devils.” 
and expressed the wish that pcace 
would soon end the useless carnage of 
human beings. 

““‘We are convinced our cause is just,” 
he said, “and with this feeling goes the 
firm belief that we are unconquerable. 
The French and English may throw 
themselves against our lines as long as 
they will, always to find us here ready 
to defend the fatherland. We feel, in 
the words of the good priest. that he 
who dies for others has done much and 
20 our men face everything.”

We stood awe-stricken. Mankind, like 
Frankenstein, was being devoured by 
the monster it had created. 

“The poor devils in those trenches!— 
God help them!”’ said the staff officer 
feelingly. 

“‘And human flesh and blood can stand 
that?’ I asked. 

‘Yes, but words can give but a faint 
idea of what it means,” he answered. 

‘Men sometimes go insane, sometimes 
their eardrums burst; their eyes are 
burned out by the withering blasts of 
explosions; they are suffocated and their

A curtain of fire hung over the trenches 
that were being ‘‘drummed.”’ There was 
something grand, majestic, awful, ter- 
rible and appalling in that spectacle, and 
the accompanying roar. The spell was 
broken when shells began to fall near 
the edge of the village where we _ were. 
We decided to move on and made our 
way back to our automobile. 

A full yellow harvest moon hung ifn 
the sky and a mist like a silvery sheen 
was over the low places of the battle- 
field. Leaving the village, we turned 
southwesterly, all the time within range 
of the British guns. As we neared ths 
woods, composed of very low, bushy 
trees, which our road skirted, the Brit- 
ish batteries began their usual nightly 
attack, sweeping with shells every little 
clump of trees and highways leading 
to the front, knowing that the Germans, 
as do the French and English, find it 
possible only at night to move troops 
or bring up ammunition and food. 

Just now they took the woods ahead 
of us, and the road in which we were, 
under fire. There was no _ turning 
around. The road was full of march- 
ing men coming from the front, and 
columns of wagon trains. Suffocating 
dust, so thick we couldn’t see three 
feet ahead of the auto, filled the air, ne- 
cessitating a snail's pace. 


Mile Seemed Like a Hundred. 
All the while the British were drop- 


ping shells into the woods, but from 
200 to 500 yards short. That mile seemed 
like a hundred. 

At a village we visited the first aid 
place behind the lines. In a peasant 
house, with a rough flagstone floor, a 
white aproned doctor, by a dim light, 
was leaning over an operating table on 
which was a man just brought in. 

A shell had landed near him, the force 
of the air pressure lifting and throwing 
him some distance. He had hardly got- 
ten onto his wobbly legs when a sec- 
ond shell again tossed him in the air, 
but he was still unhurt. He was no 
more than back in his place when 
a third shell completely buried him, 
and at the same time a small splinter 
tore the side of his nose away. 

The doctor was just taking the splin- 


ter out. “His head aches,’’ remarked 
the doctor, ‘“‘but he will soon be all 
right, and now he’s going to get a 


piece of bread and butter.’’” He spoke 
kindly, as if talking to a child. A sol- 
dier sat down on a rough wooden 
bench, holding his head in his hands. 
Even when the wounded are once got- 


‘ten out of the inferno at the front, 


which only can be done at night, they 
are by no means safe. The first aid 
assembling places are usually within 
the range of the guns.

This ~s due partly to the new condi- 


j tions of warfare; partly to the bitter- 


ness of the struggle. The Red Cross 
on a white field is not a magic mantle 
that can ward off shelis fired by an 
artillerist at a target which he cannot 
see, nor against fliers dropping bombs 
from thousands of feet in the air. 

“Bomb-dropping fliers are the terror 
of doctors and wounded behind the 
lines,"’ remarked a doctor to me. 

The first field hospital we saw be- 
hind the lines was the stone church of 
a village nearby. It was after mid- 
night. A single dimmed lamp sat on the 
altar front. On either side of the centar 
aisie two rows of cots, covered with 
snowy-white sheets, made a weird pic- 
ture in the dim lights. 

The church was filled with. seriou sly 
wounded. There were men horribly 
maimed and torn. 

Nearest the altar were two English- 
men, Privates Austin and Coburn. Aus- 
tin had lost an arm. A ehell had 80 
smashed it, t@ doctor said, he had to 
take it off. Gangrene had set in: biood 
poison was imminent, and yesterday he 
Was so low that for half an hour saline 
injections were necessary, but now he 
will be all right, the doctor told me. 

Coburn was in a stupor. He was shot 
through the lung and downward, mak- 
ing a bad abdominal wound.

One Died Last Year. 

All ‘of the party which left here on 
the Alaska in July, 1913, returned with 
the exception of Daniel Blue, engineer, 
who died at Bailey Island in May, 1915. 
The members of the party are Dr. An- 
derson, J. J. O'Neill, geologist; John. R. 
Cox, surveyor; Dr. Jenniss, anthropolu- 
gist; J. Johnson, oceanographer and en- 
tomologist, and George Wilkins, pho- 
tographer. The schooner was under the 
command of Capt. Sweeney, who joined 
the expedition while it was in Arctic 
waters. 

The entire party is in good physical 
condition and expressed themselves as 
having thoroughly enjoyed their long 
experience in the Arctic, despite tha 
many hardships. 

Most of the time since the spring of 
1914 the party had been in quarters in 
Bernard harbor on Coronation Gulf east 
of the Mackenzie River, one of the least 
known sections of the habitable earth. 

The last member of the party to see 
Stefansson was the photographer, Wil- 
kins, who was one of those who de- 
parted from the ill-fated Karluk short- 
at the ly before that vessel was carried away 
Famous in the grip of the Northern ice in the 
= fall of 1913 and later crushed near Her- 

a ) | ald Islands. Wilkins was with Stef- 
ansson last winter, having rejoined him 
earlier in the year. 

After spending some time with the 
Stefansson party, Wilkins made the trip 
“lover the ice to Coronation Gulf and 
joined the Anderson party. 

Barred by Heavy Ice. 

Most of the scientific work of the ex- 
pedition has been carried on by this 
branch party. The first winter after 
a leaving Nome the party spent at Man- 
ing Point, near Camden Bay, after hav- 
ing failed to find a passage through the 
heavy ice to the eastward. 

The following spring Dr. Anderson 
proceeded to the east and reached Coro- 
nation Gulf during the summer of 1914. 
Quarters were established in Bernard 
harbor and these quarters became the 
base for the expedition’s work. The 
summer and winter of 1915 were spent 
in scientific labors around Coronation 
Gulf. 

The party left Coronation Gulf for 
Bering Sea in June of this year. The 
southward passage was attended by no 
difficulties. Although traveling in the 
track of the power schooners, Teddy 
Bear and Challenge, Dr. Anderson saw 
nothing of these vessels. 

Like Second Greenland. 

Wilkins learned from Stefansson that 
the new land which the explorers dis- 
covered may be described as a second 
Greenland. Up to the time that Ste- 
fansson left the new land after his mem- 
Orable trip across the frozen sea with 
Storker 8S. Storkerson and Oleo Ander- 
3° son, the explorer traced about 00 

miles of its shore line and found high 
mountains upon it. Wilkins says that 
It was Stefansson’s intention to return 
to the new land last spring to continue 
the work of exploration. 

The Alaska brings about 30 tons of 
specimens gathered during the years 
spent in the North, in addition to a mass 
of data of great value from a scientific 
standpoint. They have been unloaded 
and will later be shipped to Ottawa, 
where the final results of the expedi- 
tion will be completed. Most of the 
Alaska party will proceed to the states, 
but Dr. Anderson may return north to 
continue his investigations.

A solar-plexus pun¢h, or, rather, a 
number of them delivered so fast that 
the eye could scarcely follow, resulted 
in the defeat of Leo Witt by Jimmy 
Hanlon last night at the Future City 
Athletic Club, in the third round of a 
scheduled 12-lround bout.

Both 
fought hard in the third, but Hanlon 
appeared to be the stronger ana the 
harder to hurt. 

Hanlon, evidently remembering how 
Eddie Randall had knocked out Witt a 
month ago, paid but little attention to 
Witt’s head. Nearly all his blows, and 
certainly all the hard ones, were aimed 
at Witt’s body, but the latter's good 
condition enabled him to survive some 
heavy ones before the finish. 


Gong Came Too Late. 


Witt was counted out just three sec- 
onds before the three minutes was up 


for the round. This means that had he 
received the punch just four seconds 
later than he did the gong would have 
saved him, fog the time being, at least. 
The entertainment, which was wit- 
nessed by about 400 persons, was one 
of the best which has been offered at 
the club for a long while. Every bout 
was well contested and furnished thrills 
of excitement. None of the bouts was 
poorly boxed, and only one of the four 
went the limit. The one that did was 
the most desperate struggle between 
any two boxers seen here for many 
weeks. It was between Al Rickard and 
Ora Dean, and was the semi-final sched- 
uled for six rounds at 133 pounds.

HUGHES ATTACKS 
PRESIDENT'S PLAN 
FOR PREPAREDNESS 


Republican Nominee, at Seattle, 
Says Navy Is Undermanned 
and Lacks Supplies. 


SEATTLE, Wash, Aug. 16.—In his 
speech at the Arena here last night, 
Charles E. Hughes assailed the adminis- 
tration for its preparedness policy, de- 
claring that he had been informed and 
believed the navy was undermanned and 
lacked supplies and equipment and 


pledged himself, if elected, to see thatio@ 


both the army and navy had ee 
leadership. 

“A nation must be ready for every 
emergency,’’ the nominee said. ‘“‘We are 
not militarists. I cannot but be amused 
at some of the bogies my good friends 
conjecture when we speak on that sub- 
ject. There is no reason why we should 
no be prepared. There is no reason why 
we should invite disrespect and con- 
tempt because we are not reasonably 
and adequately prepared.”’ 


Preparedness Is “Common Sense.” 
‘‘Reasonable preparedness is simply 


national common sense. I confess I do 
not like the way the present adminis- 
tration has dealt with this matter. It 
learned its own mind too late and even 
then it was not sure of it. We had 
difficulties to the south of us which 
were at least, suggestive. Soon the 
whole world was concerned with mili- 
tary matters. It was not a time when 
one could be surprised.”’ 

Persons who urged the administration 
to prepare, Mr. Hughes said, were called 
nervous and excited. Suddenly the ad- 
ministration changed its mind, he con- 
tinued, and an appeal was made, not to 
| Congress but directly to the people. A 
program was “formally presented’ by 
the administration. 

“It was almost formally abandoned. 
The Secretary of War spent some time 
in formulating that plan. When it was 
abandoned, he took it so seriously that 
he abandoned the administration.” 

Mr. Hughes repeated the declaration 
that the country was unprepared when 
it become necessary to send troops tu 
the Mexican border. 

“I think we should have a regular 
army large enough to. attend to duties 
of that description,” he said. ‘“‘My point 
is not so much with respect to numbers 
as to efficiency. Take our navy, for ex- 
ample. That is the great arm of our 
service. We should have in our Navy 
Department a most efficient leadership, 
men qualified for the great task of ade- 
quately representing and dealing with 
this arm of defense. We should have 
leadership capable of efficient organiza- 
tion. 


Says He Avoids Details. 
“I do not like to go into the details 


with respect to the navy. I believe thev 
are far from satisfactory. I am in- 
formed and believe that the navy is de- 
ficient in the organization that it should 
have. I am informed and believe that 
every ship is undermanned; that we

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SENATE'S BiG NAVY 
BUILDING PROGRAM 
PASSED BY HOUSE 


Appropriation Measure Now Held 
Up Only by Disagreement 
Over Navy Yards. 


BILL CARRIES $355,800,000 
Increase of Navy’s Enlisted Per- 
sonnel to 74,700 Men Also 
Is Accepted. 


- 


‘WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Navy offi- 
cers virtually have before them the task 
of carrying out the largest program for 
building warships ever adopted with a 
Single appropriation by any nation. Al- 
though technically not completed, the 
naval bill, carrying $355,800,000, has been 
approved in its main provisions by Con- 
fress and is in tae hands of a confer- 
ence committee onfw to settle minor dif- 
ferences between the House and Senate 
cn navy yard appropriations. 

Anticipating speedy disposition of the 
remaining questions, the Navy Depart- 
ment already has begun plans for put- 
ting into effect provisions of the big 
features approved yesterday by the 
features aproved yesterday by the 
House. The Senate’s building program 
was ratified by a vote of 283 to 61 and 
the personnel increase by a vive voce 
vote. Senate increases in appropriation 
for navy yards were disapproved and it 
was voted to send the bill back to con- 
ference for determination of these 
points. 

Indications are that the conference 
will reach an early agreement on the 
questions still in dispute and that the 
bill will be laid before the President for 
his approval in a few days. 

Increases written into the bill by the 
Senate and approved by the House pro- 
vide tor the construction of 157 war ves- 
sels within the next three years and an 
enlisted strength of 74,700 men. 

$661,418,000 for Defense. 

The defense program which approval 
of the naval bill by the House virtually 
completed, has been the most important 
achievement of the session and has in- 
volved appropriations aggregating $661,- 
418,000. In addition to the navy bill, it 
includes reorganization of the rezular 
army and national guard, bringing the 
enlisted peace strength of the army to 
187,000 men, capablé 6f expansion to 220,- 
(00 men in time of stress and providing 
a federalized national guard which at 
full strength will number 450,000 men. 

For maintenance of the reorganized 
army and militia and supplies and 
equipment, Congress appropriated $267,- 
097,000. More than $13,000,000 of this is 
for development of aeronautics, and 
$11,000,000 is for Government plants for 
the manufacture of armor plate. The 
armory bill also carries an appropria- 
tion of $20,000,000 for a Government plant 
to produce nitrate for use in manufac- 
turing munitions. 

Provision is made for extension and 
improvement of the coast defenses, with 
appropriations aggregating $25,748,050. 
To furnish needed officers in the army 
and the navy.the personnel of the navy 
and military academies is enlarged, the 
former to 1700 and the latter to 1152 
For the military academy aé special 
appropriation of $1,225,000 is made, the 
fund for Annapolis being carried in 
the naval appropriation bill. 

Congress also provided for the crea- 
tion of a Council for Nationa] Defense, 
composed of Cabinet officials and citi- 
zen experts, to co-ordinate the mili- 
tary, industrial and natural resources 
of the country in time of war. 

With the unprecedented building pro- 
vram facing them, navy officials are 
concerned over the shortage of trained 
mechanics available for carrying out 
such of the new workws may be sent to 
Government yards. Shipbuilding trades 
have been unable to supply enough men 
for construction now in progress and 
officials believe there will be considera- 
ble delay both in public and private 
yards, due to this fact. 

The keels of the battleships California 
and Tennessee still are to be laid, al- 
though contracts for their construction 
were awarded to the Mare Island and 
Iirooklyn navy yards, respectively, many 
months ago. Work on the California is 
expected to begin early next month, as 
~nilargement of the slip at Mare Island 
is proceeding rapidly. 

Can’t Double Shifts. 

At the Brooklyn yard the department 
had planned to put double shifts to 
work on the New Mexico, so as to get 
her into the water and clear the ways 
for the Tennessee, but because of the 
shortage of skilled labor it has been 
with great difficulty that @ single full 
shift has been maintained. To meet the 
emergency the navy yards have been 
compelled to take inexperienced men in 
large numbers and train them for their 
work. The best of the former construc- 
tion crews have gone to private plants 
as foremen and shif: bosses. 

For many months the experienced per- 
sonnel of the Government yards showed 
a steady decrease, but lately there has 
teen practically a standstill. Navy of- 
ficials hope they can keep their present 
crews full, although it may be impos- 
sible to increase the gangs materially. 

Secretary Daniels issued a statement 
showing that the daily payroll for civil- 
jan employes at navy yards was $73.091 
on July 1 last, as against $46,027 on July 
1 1913. During the interval the number 
of men has increased from 16,898 to 24,388 
and the average daily pay from $2.72 to 
$2.99.

In this respect 
Mr. Wilson will follow tne example of 
McKinley, who remained at his home in 
Ohio throughout the campaign which re- 
sulted in his re-election.

DAIRYMEN STILL UNREASONABLE. 
In denying its employes the right to form 
unions, the combine of St. Louis dairies is ex- 
actly 92 years behind the times. It was as far 
back as 1824 that the courts decided that work- 
ingmen and women had a right to organize them- 
selves for their own advancement. 
The demand that no union official should serve 
on the committee of drivers which the dairy- 
men agreed to meet showed a spirit of unfair- 
ness and of reliance on the supposed power of 
the dairymen's own organization to win, because 
of that organization, if the drivers could be brow- 
beaten as individuals. It is late in the day for 
employers who fight shoulder to shoulder and 
ciaim the right for themselves to unite compactly 
and pool their resources against their workers 
with a grievance, to refuse to recognize the cho- 
sen officers of the workers’ organizations. 
Let us be reasonable. The drivers’ union is an 
accomplished fact, and its existence is entirely 
legal. Industrial, commercial and other concerns 
with far more capital than the “Big Four” St. 
Louis dairies recognize their workers’ organiza- 
tions and bargain with them satisfactorily year 
after year. 
The Cleveland milk drivers’ strike was settled 
by mutual concessions. The union was recog- 
nized, but the employers succeeded in obtaining 
“open shop.” For the sake of the invalids and 
babies, let reason settle this strike.

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THAT DAMMED MILL CREEK SEWER. 

It was unfortunate that 9.42 inches of rain fell 
in furious storms between Friday night and 
Tuesday morning while another storm was gath- 
ering strength—that over the Mill Creek sewer 
assessment.
